St.. Andrew's connection with Scotland 
is more or less mythical, but though much 
of ancient history 1s mostly myth, it is nev- 
ertheless truc that as much of every myth 
may be actval history. There is an histori- 
cal background for the legend of St. Andrew, 
but, it is largely lost in the dimness of the 
ages. That St Andrew never visited Scot- 
land iu_his lifetime: is-certain, but he -has 
become a living power and a great rallying 
centre for Scottish people. Somewhere 
about 750 A.D. St. Andrew became the pat- 
ron saint-of Scotland, and there are sever- 
al legends about it. Most of them’ agree 
that hig bones were Drought from Constan- 
tinople to Scotland, and are buried in the 
place where the town . of St. Andrew now 
stands. There is good grounds of assur- 





ance that the relics were originally in the - 


possession of the Bishop of Hexham. This 
Bishop was driven from his home in A.D. 
732, for some unknown reason, -and he took 
the northward road to the land of the Picts 
and Scots, carrying the relics of St. Andrew 
‘ with him, where he founded:a See or Bish- 
opric in Fifeshire, where the University of 
St. Andrews now stands. 

It is a question whether St. Andrew's 
characteristic qualities became part of the 
national character, or whether Scotland 
chose St. Andrew because the features of his 
character were pre-eminently Scottish. 
Tradition says it was St. Andrew who obiect- 
ed to the waste of 300 pence worth of oint- 

ment, pointing out how much more use- 
fully the money could be spent. It is a 
travesty to suppose that Scotsmen chose him 
for his thrift and humility; but it is pos- 
sible that knowing their characteristic 
weakness, they chose him as & perpetual 
warning. The annual rallying to honor the 
memory of their patron saint touches a 
chord in every true Scotsman's _ heart. 
Thovgh found 
“Alane in desert spots o' carth,

With great prominence given to stories of 
banditry in the press and with sensational films 
playing on the imagination of the young, an in- 
crease in juvenile delinqvency might be expect- 
ed, did not the facts controvert such a belief. 

Perhaps the general impression that youth 
was wrong was exaggerated. Youth will not 
go to the bow-wows in this age any more than 
it did in any other. Youth has come to oc- 
cupy a larger place in the eyes of the world and is 
enjoying greater opportunity, for youth is but! 
a step away from manhood and womanhood 
and the tasks of managing the nation and the 
world will soon be in the hands of those now | 
young. Age is giving youth a greater chance 
and it is no wonder that juvenile slips could 
easily be overemphasized. Youth will repay the

What: are the reasons for this ideal condi- 
tion? Hastings has not been exploited. She 
has had the sanest administration of any mun-; 
icipality in Ontario it is generally believed. {
